Enable Grand Juries in Ireland to grant Superannuation a.d. iso7. 
Allowances to County Secretaries. 

E E it enacted by tlio Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in tills present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. Any grand jury in Ireland may at their discretion, with the Grant of 

consent of the Lord Lieutenant, grant to any county grand jury JFJ^ ranni,a ’ 
secretary in their service, who shall become incapab le of discharging allowance 
the duties of his office with efficiency, by reason of permanent 
infirmity of mind, body, or of old age, upon his resigning or 
10 otherwise ceasing to hold his office, such annual allowance during 
his life, as having regard to the length of his service in such 
county, and the amount of his salary, fees, and emoluments, shall 
be proper ; and such allowance shall, after the grant of the same, 
he presented from time to time without previous applications at 
15 presentment sessions, and shall bo levied and raised in like manner 
in every respect as if the same were the salary of such person as 
county secretary, and as if he continued in his office. 

In estimating the amount of such superannuation allowance, the 
grand jury shall proceed according to the principles laid down, and 
20 subject to the limitations prescribed by the Superannuation Act of 
1859, provided that no county secretary sbalL be entitled to tbe 
grant of any sueb allowance on tho ground of age, wlio shall not 
have completed tbe full age of sixty years at least. 

No grant shall be valid unless an application shall have been 
25 made and approved of at tbe county at large sessions that shall be 
held immediately preceding the meeting of the grand jury, who 
shall make the grant..
